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After more than ten years of collec¬ 
ting coins, seven of which were spent 
specializing in Bust Half Dollars by die 
variety, I’ve recently discovered the 
fascinating world of ANA Convention 
Badge Collecting. It all started when I 
accompanied several NJ Exonumia 
friends to a token & medal show in Phil¬ 
adelphia during the summer of 1982. 

At the show I found an unusual 
bronze medal with a loop at the top. 
What drew my attention to the piece 
was an inscription, “New Jersey 
Numismatic Society” and “Jersey City 
Coin Club,” along with names of several 
other New York numismatic organiza¬ 
tions boldly struck on the obverse 
design of what proved to be an A.N.A. 
Convention badge, minus the ribbon, 
from 1939. 

A few weeks later, while leafing 
through a few back issues of The 
Numismatist from the early 1970’s, 

I found a series of interesting articles 
by Neil Harris illustrating the various 
badges and citing statistical information 
such as quantities issued, manufactur¬ 
er, designer, convention attendance, etc. 

Harris’ articles prompted me to 
examine badges I had bought at a 
half dozen A.N.A. conventions that I 
had attended since 1976 in New York, 
and presto, a new badge collector was 
born. A letter was rushed off to A.N.A. 
headquarters to inquire about the possi¬ 
bility of purchasing badges from earlier 
conventions. I was delighted to learn 
that A.N.A. had badges for sale going 
back to 1967 for as little as $2.00 each. 
A follow-up letter to A.N.A. increased 
my collection of seven badges to ap¬ 
proximately twenty-five. When I inform¬ 
ed fellow coin club members and collec¬ 
tor acquaintances that I was interested 
in acquiring the badge/medal series, 
many more pieces came my way. 
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A check of the TAMS Directory listed 
some thirty-five to forty individuals who 
collected A.N.A.-related material and I 
was hooked. Letters went out to all, but 
only two or three people responded. 

With only the information published 
in The Numismatist from January 1970 
to December 1973, which I photocopied 
and pasted into a makeshift catalog or 
checklist, I began to contact various 
token & medal dealers but with little suc¬ 
cess. I concluded that the older badges 
were going to be difficult to find. 


BADGES 


Then came the National Collectibles 
show in Boston the weekend just prior 
to the 1982 A.N.A. Convention. Badges 
were turning up by the handfuls and I 
filled in many empty slots for my grow¬ 
ing collection from the 1920’s through 
the 1950’s. 

Several days following the Boston 
National Collectibles show I met Dan 
Young, A.N.A. District Rep from Ken¬ 
tucky, on the bourse floor of the Boston 
A.N.A. Convention. Mr. Young knew of 
an individual who was disposing of a 
sizeable collection of badges, including 
several early ones. After corresponding 
with this man I was able to secure eight 
or ten additional issues. Then came the 
brick wall — a long, dry spell where I 
simply got to a point where I could not 
find anymore badges. Finally, a call 
came from a friend asking if I had seen 
the latest Johnson & Jensen auction 
catalog, illustrating many A.N.A. 
badges. I received the catalog and bid 
on several lots securing three more 
pieces for my collection. 

Later that year I met Vince Alones, a 
popular collector, distiguished-looking 
gent with a white handlebar mustache, 
at a New York City show. Vince told me 
about a couple of badges that were 
issued with a different ribbon than the 
generally accepted/cataloged badge. 
These sub-varieties were issued after 
the regular issues were sold out at the 
1969 Philadelphia and 1976 New York 
Conventions. Vinnie vividly remembers 
the 1976 New York show. A record atten¬ 
dance of over 21,000 registrants (a 
number which has not been even close¬ 
ly matched since) resulted in the badge 
being sold out very early in the conven¬ 
tion. Vinnie claims that A.N.A. officials 
were buying back badges from the host 
club committee people in an effort to ap¬ 
pease some angry registrants when told 
that the badge had sold out.

ANA CONVENTION 

The latest additions to my collection 
I brought home from the 1983 San 
Diego convention. Once again, a friend 
had two badges put aside for me: the 
1909 and 1910 issues, which are extre¬ 
mely rare. Mintage of both pieces are 
less than seventy each. How many are 
still surviving today, seventy-five years 
later, is anyone’s guess. But I was happy 
to be able to get them even though the 
ribbons showed modest deterioration. 

When one realizes that some of the 
earlier A.N.A. Conventions only regis¬ 
tered forty, fifty, seventy persons and 
that quantities of convention badges 
were issued in similar numbers, even 
the most advanced collector can ap¬ 
preciate the thrill one experiences in 
locating the tougher issues. How many 
of these early issues exist is a question 
a lot of other badge collectors must ask 
themselves. While grading considera¬ 
tions are not as much a factor as with 
coins; ribbons on earlier badges, more 
often than not, are usually torn, dis¬ 
colored, faded or simply disintegrated. 

The first badge was issued in 1908 
and one has been issued for each year 
since, with the exceptions of 1922,1943 
and 1945. 

Hopefully, I’ll be in a position to dis¬ 
play my collection at the 1985 Baltimore 
A.N.A. Convention. While the exhibit 
will probably not be complete, as I am 
presently still lacking three badges, it 
should be the most comprehensive ex¬ 
hibit of A.N.A. badges ever displayed. 
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THE U.S. MINOR COINAGE: 

Two Cent Pieces, Three Cent Pieces and Shield Nickels

The U.S. minor coinages, although 
obscure or unknown to the layman, 
constitute some of the most popular 
series amongst numismatists. 

The Two Cent piece was issued from 
1864 to 1873 but its origins go back as 
far as 1836. In that year, the Mint ex¬ 
perimented with this denomination in a 
variety of metals. Most of the experi¬ 
mentation centered around billon — a 
composition metal of copper and silver. 
The experiments proved that billon was 
readily susceptible to counterfeiting 
and the new Two Cent denomination 
was scrapped. 



The idea of a Two Cent piece was 
resurrected in 1863 when Mint Director 
James Pollock recommended its coin¬ 
ing in the new French Bronze alloy, 
Secretary of the Treasury Salmon R 
Chase approved of the idea but added 
that the new coin must contain the mot¬ 
to IN GOD WE TRUST. Influenced, no 
doubt, by the patriotic fervor of the Civil 
War, Chase’s motto was to become a fix¬ 
ture on all U.S. coins since. (Excluding, 
of course, the 1907-08 No Motto gold 
coinage.) 

After the Act of April 22, 1864 was 
passed, the Two Cent piece was official. 
It was struck in 95% copper and 5% tin 
and zinc at a weight of 96 grains. 

The first few thousand business 
strikes (plus a small number of Proofs) 
were struck from a die with small letters 
in the motto; from late 1864 onwards, all 
dies feature large letters. The dif¬ 
ferences between the small motto and 
large motto varieties are best explained 
on page 89 of the 1984 edition of the 
Redbook. 

Despite its brevity, the Two Cent 
series contains some interesting and 
legitimately rare varieties. The 1865/64 
is one example. The underpunched 4 is 
visible between the 65; many speci¬ 
mens show a large cud-like diebreak on 
the shield. The 1869/1868 is equally 
rare. Under magnification, one can 
plainly see an extra base of the 1 and 
another set of tops to the 86. Most dates 


from 1864 to 1870 are found with doub¬ 
led dies; those with strong and obvious 
doubling are worth substantial 
premiums. 

The rarest date in the series is the 
1872. Business strikes are very rare; this 
writer has only seen four unequivocal 
examples despite having been shown 
numerous pieces described as such. 
Unfortunately, most 1872 Proofs are dull 
enough to be sold as business strikes. 
Fortunately, all business strikes seen 
possess the following diagnostics. The 
date position is vastly different than on 
Proofs with slanting numerals. Addi¬ 
tionally, there is a rim break at 9:00. 
On the reverse, there are fairly heavy 
cracks at UNIT and from the ribbon to 
the final A in AMERICA. 

The most celebrated date in the 
series, however, is the Proof only 1873. 
Approximately 600 originals (Closed 3) 
were struck as well as 500 or so re¬ 
strikes (Open 3). The latter is far rarer 
although this is not reflected in price. 

As a series, the Two Cent piece is cur¬ 
rently very popular. Due to its short period 
of issuance, completion is realistic. While 
all of the 1864 Large Motto-1871 dates are 
common in grades up to Brown Uncircu¬ 
lated, no full red Two Cent piece — be it 
a Proof or business strike — can truthfully 
be called common. 


The Three Cent Silver is the smallest 
U.S. coin — in terms of size — ever 
issued. Interestingly, this coin was 
issued as a result of the change of U.S. 
postal rates from five cents to three 
cents on July 1,1851. This era, however, 
was marked by a severe shortage of 
available silver coins. Thus, the ques¬ 
tion of how the public was going to 
buy stamps arose. The answer was to 
issue large quantities of a small sized 
Three Cent coin in silver. On March 3, 
1851, this new coin was approved by 
Congress. 

The new coins received extensive cir¬ 
culation but proved unpopular due to 
their small size. The initial design, pro¬ 
duced by James Longacre, features a 
six pointed star with no bordering lines. 
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Known to numismatists as “Type One” 
Three Cent Silvers, they were struck 
from 1851 to 1853. In 1854, the design 
and fineness were changed to conform 
with the Act of 1853. The composition 
was changed from 75% silver/25% cop¬ 
per to 90% silver/10% copper and three 
lines now bordered the star. This design 
change created what is now known as 
the Type Two Three Cent Silver. 

In 1859, another design modification 
took place. On the Type Three Three 
Cent Silvers, there are only two lines 
outlining the star. By 1862, this denom¬ 
ination was all but discontinued as 
silver coins were hoarded and Frac¬ 
tional Currency began to circulate. 
From 1863 until 1873, this type was 
mainly struck in Proof for the benefit of 
collectors; unquestionable business 
strikes are, today, rare. 

No less than four overdates are 
known for this series. The 1862/1 is 
easily the most common and can be 
readily identified by a die break from the 
first 1 in the date to the star. The 
extremely rare 1863/62 is found only 
on restrikes which date to 1864; these 
have an open top to the D in UNITED. A 
very rare 1866 overdate is known but 
there is not conclusive evidence as to 
the identity of the digit within the final 6. 
The extremely rare 1869/8 is only found 
in Proofs. 

Three Cent Silvers are almost ex¬ 
clusively collected as type coins. In my 
opinion, the Type Two design is the 
scarcest and most underrated issue; 
weakly struck coins are the rule. Addi¬ 
tionally, many specimens show raised 
parallel lines in the fields; these should 
not be confused with hairlines. A sharp¬ 
ly struck Gem is worth substantially 
more than current “ask” levels. 



Three Cent Nickels represent 
amongst the more oddly-created of all 
U.S. coins. The major motivating factor 
in their issuance was as a way to ease 
Three Cent Fractional Notes out of cir¬ 
culation. In the mid-1860’s, paper 
money was still unaccepted by the ma-

err* zf ~e American public. Thus, any 
20 r ssued with the claim — real or im¬ 
agined — that it would stop the spread 
zf saper was welcomed. On March 3, 
the new Three Cent coin was 
aphorized; its composition was 75% 
esapper and 25% nickel. 

Until the mid-1870’s, the coin was 
ssued in fairly large numbers and was 
successful in helping to eradicate the 
Three Cent note. From 1877 until 1889 
(except for 1881), the Three Cent Nickel 
was issued in very limited quantities. 
Four dates, in fact, are Proof-only: 1877, 
1878,1886, and 1887/6. Business strikes 
of 1884 and 1885 are rare. 

Numerous doubling varieties exist for 
the early dates but, frankly, who cares? 
1878/7 (very rare) and 1887/6 (common) 
overdates are known and an 1883/2 is 
rumored. 

The majority of interest in Three Cent 
Nickels centers around type collecting. 
Gem Mint State and/or Proofs with nice 
planchets, sharp strikes and an ab¬ 
sence of spots are scarce and always in 
great demand amongst collectors and 
dealers. 



The Shield Nickel’s story runs parallel 
to that of the Three Cent Nickel. This 
coin was created to retire the equally 
unpopular Five Cent note. It was 
authorized by the Act of May 16, 1866 
and was of the same composition as the 
Three Cent Nickel. 

The original reverse design of this 
coin featured rays between the stars. 
Immensely impractical, it made this 
already difficult to strike coin virtually 
impossible to strike. Thus, the With 
Rays coins of 1866 and 1867 are almost 
always found with obvious die breaks or 
planchet faults. 

Internal pressure caused the switch 
to the Ray-less design early in 1867. The 
overall design, though, remained very 
unpopular with the public. And rightfully 
so, as the Longacre design is far from 
his most memorable effort. 

The Shield Nickel series is replete 
with numerous major varieties and 
some individual scarcities. The 1867 
With Rays Proof is rare with only two 
dozen or so known. An 1869/68 over- 


ANACS 

Helps Recover Stolen Coins 


During the past year the American 
Numismatic Association Certification 
Service has had remarkable success in 
helping with the recovery of stolen 
coins. As an ongoing part of the many 
services that ANACS provides for col¬ 
lectors, careful records are kept of every 
coin it certifies. Four of the staff’s in¬ 
vestigations during 1983 resulted in the 
recovery of more than $12,000 worth of 
stolen material. 

Each reported incident of stolen coins 
is posted on the ANACS “hot sheet” 
that is checked routinely for any possi¬ 
ble match of similar coins received for 
certification. 

In the case of stolen coins known to 
have been certified previously, the 
original submission file and photo¬ 
graphs can be retrieved for positive 
identification of the rightful owner. Every 
transfer of ownership is also recorded in 
the ANACS file whenever such informa¬ 
tion has been provided. 

Whenever a “match” is made on any 
suspected piece, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation is called immediately and 
the case turned over to it for further ac¬ 
tion. In successful cases the ANACS 
staff members are used frequently as 
“expert witnesses” to substantiate the 
identification of each coin involved. 

Often it is the FBI that initiates the 
contact with ANACS for help in solving 
problem cases. When promising leads 
are detected the owner-of-record is con¬ 
tacted and advised of the investigation 
involving his coins. ANACS files are 


date is claimed though it can not yet be 
verified. Similar situations exist with the 
socalled 1873/72 and 1875/74. The 1877 
and 1878 are Proof-only dates even 
though many pieces exist with surfaces 
similar to business strikes. Proof over¬ 
dates for 1878/7 and 1879/8 are known 
as are at least four(!) varieties of 1883/2. 
The 1879-1881 run is very scarce as 
business strikes. 

As with the Three Cent Nickel, this is 
a coin most often collected as a type. 
And, like the Three Cent Nickel, weakly 
struck and/or spotty, dull coins are 
the rule. 

While none of the above four coins 
were popular in their lifetimes, all 
have become popular with today’s 
numismatists. 


held in such strict confidence that infor¬ 
mation is released only to qualified law 
enforcement officers and only with the 
owner’s knowledge. In one incident the 
contacted owner was not yet aware that 
any of his coins had been stolen. 

Very rare and unusual coins are the 
most likely pieces to be recovered 
because they are easily remembered 
and identified. A dealer who strongly 
suspected that a rare gold dollar had 
been taken from his stock box posted 
an alert with ANACS, giving a detailed 
description of the piece and the inci¬ 
dent. Within two months a coin match¬ 
ing the description was received at 
ANACS. Enlarged photographs were 
made and turned over to the FBI which 
worked with the dealer in successfully 
recovering his stolen coin. 

Two very unusual cases were solved 
for the FBI by ANACS with just a few 
telephone calls. Both involved collec¬ 
tions that only seemed to be stolen. 
When the material was described 
to ANACS it became evident that the 
so-called collections were simply as¬ 
sortments of valueless pieces put to¬ 
gether for a plot to extract money 
through a quick sale or loan from some 
uninformed dupe. 

While authentication and grading 
are the primary services rendered by 
ANACS, worthwhile side benefits some¬ 
times accrue. Write for further informa¬ 
tion to: ANACS, P.O. Box 2366, Colorado 
Springs, CO 80901.

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Youth In Numismatics: What’s Out There That’s 
Attractive Yet Still Affordable On A Young 
Numismatist’s Budget? 


The final issue of the 1983 N JN J was 
dedicated to YOUTH IN NUMISMAT¬ 
ICS and the subject could not be more 
timely. With the incredible rise in coin 
prices over the past decade, it is easy to 
understand why it might be difficult to 
attract young people to one of the more 
facinating and aesthically pleasing hob¬ 
bies and pastimes. Since the peak of 
April, 1980, the prices one must pay for 
numismatic items have declined by 
50%, but the meteoric rise in coins that 
accompanied the bullion craze be¬ 
tween 1977 and early February, 1980 
produced between a 500% to 1,000% 
increase in the cost to hobbiests, virtual¬ 
ly eliminating many seasoned collec¬ 
tors from the numismatic scene. If this 
anomaly discouraged a large propor¬ 
tion of the adult numismatic population, 
one can only guess the effect it must 
have had on attracting younger would- 
be coin collectors. 

Many youths become hobbiests in 
one field or another between the age of 
12 and 15. This is not to say that a sus¬ 
tained interest in a speciality area can¬ 
not begin earlier or later. Scouting 
groups often provide the catalyst for a 
hobby interest. If the hobby involves col- 
lecting, then, a certain amount of 
money will have to be put aside on a 
continual basis if the pursuit of new 
items is to be maintained. A young 
astronomer need only save up for a four 
or six inch reflecting telescope which 
may run anywhere from $200 to $350.00 
today, but once this major item is obtain¬ 
ed, no further major expenses are re¬ 
quired for perhaps the next ten years or 
more. This of course is not the case 
when the building of a collection is be¬ 
ing considered. 

Other factors many also be exascer- 
bating this situation. Most local coin 
clubs meet on a weekday evening, 
usually around the 7:30 or 8:00 hour. 
While this in itself is not a deterrent to 
most young people over 14 years of age, 
the lengthy auctions that conclude 
many a club program run sometimes 
close to 11:00. With homework and an 
early start the following morning, many 
adolescents simply cannot be expected 
to maintain that kind of midweek 
schedule. Earlier meeting times or 
weekend meetings in the late morning 
or afternoon might bring out more 
young people.

Another factor which may tend to 
exclude youth from club attendance is 
the format of club activities itself. While 
the better local community coin clubs 
provide a bourse, educational forum 
(speaker, or slide presentation with an 
exhibit), a short meeting, refreshments, 
and auction: many clubs function mere¬ 
ly as a vehicle for vest pocket dealers in 
a dimly lit smoke-filled bourse hall. This 
air of sleazyness would be enough to 
discourage any youth from wanting to 
participate in such a proceeding. 

Finally, there is the contemporary 
mores in which we find ourselves today. 
Multi-media has taken over our sense of 
priorities as never before. People read 
less and watch more. When young peo¬ 
ple play monopoly today, it’s on a tele¬ 
vision screen programmed by their 
computer, not on a game board. Even 
play-money has been rendered obso¬ 
lete by the touch of a disk-drive switch. 

As for the older teen, who has now 
entered the work force, either part or full 
time; who may already possess a 
driver’s license, the lure of investment 
has in this day and age, penetrated 
down to the level of consciousness of 
the 18 year old. One of the great ac¬ 
tresses of the stage, Elizabeth Ashley, 
has been quoted to have said, 

“The ‘long-hair’ of the ’80’s is moneyV’ 

If this barb against our current values 
is fairly accurate; perhaps through the 
side door, as it were, we might once 
again attract some young people back 
into numismatics; though this would 
hardly be a noble reason for doing so. 

“Buy the book, before you buy the 
coin” has now become the first com¬ 
mandment of numismatics; but after 
that, then what? With coin prices still 
elevated beyond what most young col¬ 
lectors can afford, what is aesthetically 
still pleasing yet attainable today? We 
have now come full circle; (i.e. back to 
practical reality). What’s out there 
numismatically speaking in U.S. coins 
that are worth collecting with possible 
long-term investment potential? As 
adults, how can our past collecting ex¬ 
perience be used to guide the young 
collector, yet allow him/her, the luxury of 
discovery as we may have gained. On 
the other hand, trial and error collecting 
twenty to thirty years ago was not as 
costly then as it would be now. Do we 
not bear some of the responsibility to 


help educate or assist young people in 
learning about grading, coin care, and 
selecting material? Or do we want to 
see the young person of today exclaim 
a generation from now, “If I had only 
known!” 

Another factor that is apt to 
discourage the young collector is the 
knowledge that, except for the modern 
series, namely clad, it is virtually im¬ 
possible to complete a series of ob¬ 
solete coinage out of circulation. Every 
interesting item prior to 1965 must be 
bought. For those who find Jefferson 
nickels interesting, I guess the earlier 
end of the series sans the silver issues 
of the World War II years, may be pluck¬ 
ed out of one’s pocket change from time 
to time. I have yet to read of someone 
coming across a 1939D Jefferson nickel 
that way. Inasmuch as a complete BU 
set of Jefferson Nickels costs around 
$200.00, and there are more than 
enough around, why search for dark, 
grizzly pieces out of circulation that may 
never surface, when more unusual mid 
to high-grade obsolete type coins are 
available at nominal cost. 

Unfortunately, most of us admire 
beautiful objects, and a circulated type 
coin fraught with problems such as rim 
dings, excessive scratches, heavily 
cleaned surfaces, spots of corrosion or 
porosity, are not one’s idea of beauty. 
The young collector must be guarded 
against becoming prey to this type of 
offering just as he must be protected 
from such promotional hypes as acquir¬ 
ing Type II1979S and 1981S proof sets. 
While contemporary proof clad items do 
glitter, they are abundant to say the 
least. The type II “promos” will slide just 
as the baseball cards of former near¬ 
greats have done five years after the 
sports figures depicted on them have 
retired from the game. 

There are some seasoned collectors 
that believe that it would be more satis¬ 
fying to own a Bust Half in XF problem 
free condition than a 1950 Franklin Half 
Dollar in MS-65 grade exhibiting full bell 
lines. I would agree, but one should not 
carry this line of reasoning to extremes. 
The collector in his forties or fifties 
remembers Barber halves being in cir¬ 
culation during his teenage years. Com¬ 
mon date BU’s from this series could be 
purchased back then for less than $5.00 
a coin. True, there were fewer collectors

at that time, and coins minted prior to 
1934 were not saved by the roll, but is it 
not conceivable that a late date BU 
Franklin half dollar selling for around 
$6.00, might be just as intriguing to the 
youth of today as the Barber half was 
to us a generation or more ago? The 
mature collector can no more purchase 
a Gem BU Bust Half, Seated Liberty 
half or Barber Half with ease today than 
he could have acquired an uncirculated 
1916 Standing Liberty Quarter or a 1794 
Flowing hair half thirty years ago which 
in FINE was listed at $50.00. Inflation 
since then would translate that $50.00 
at least ten fold, and while that same 
coin in mint state will bring astronom¬ 
ical prices when it surfaces at a major 
auction today, it represents the type of 
piece that was out of reach for most of 
us even then. 

As the ranks of the ANA have swelled, 
and collectors have multiplied over the 
past twenty years along with shrewed 
enterpreneurs and their investor clients, 
the availability of Gem U.S. type coins 
has diminshed resulting in dramatic in¬ 
creases in price and value. Neverthe¬ 
less, there are many areas of the U.S. 
obsolete coin market that are still 
reasonably priced in BU down to Extra- 
fine. A listing of such material $25.00 or 
less follows. Quotes are based on com¬ 
posites from published listings and the 
author’s experience. 

I. Uncirculated Obsolete Coins 
$25.00 or less: 

A. Franklin Half Dollars: MS-63 (Twenty- 
six out of the thirty-five issued are 
$20.00 or less) Examples: 1960-63P 
& D fall within the $6.00 range. 1954P 
& D, & 1953D are around $10.00; 
1948P, 1951P, & 1953S approach 
$ 20 . 00 . 

B. Mercury Dimes: MS-63 (Thirty-five 
out of the some eighty issued are 
priced at between $10.00 and $25.00 
with the P mints from the 1940’s be¬ 
ing the least expensive. At the $20.00 
to $25. .00 level however it would ap¬ 
pear that some sleepers are out 
there.) [1917,1920,23,26 thru 30,35, 
38, — all P Mints, and 36S and 37S, 
— all $25.00 or less in MS-63 grade.] 

C. Buffalo Nickels: MS-63; 1937P, 
1938D, 1936P, & 1937D are all less 
than $21.00. 

D. MS-63 Lincoln Cents before 1934: 
(Eighteen Lincoln cents minted 
before 1934 are $20.00 or less. In¬ 
cluded in this array are such 
“sleepers” as the 1916 thru 20P; 
1923,1925 thru 1930P, the 1909VDB, 
1909 plain, 1910, and from the 
branch mints, 1929S, & 1930D & S.) 


E. Indian Head Cents from 1900 thru 
1908 in MS-60 grade; priced around 
$25.00 

F. 20th Century Proof Sets before the 
“clad” issues include all issued since 
1956 (including the small date Lin¬ 
coln Proof of 1960 set) at $25.00 or 
less. 

G. Peace Dollars in MS-60 (1922 and 
1923) 

H. Morgan Dollars in MS-60 (1921P 
only) 

I. Some Walking Liberty Half Dollars in 
MS-60 are just above $25.00 (1945P). 
(Beware of sliders.) 

II. AU 50 to 55 Obsolete type Coins 

$25.00 or less: 

A. Pre 1941 Walking Liberty Half Dollars 
(e..g., 1938P or 1939S) 

B. Early 20th Century Morgan Dollars 
($18.00) 1900, 1902-0, 1904-0

The foregoing general listing 
represents a fairly wide variety of ob¬ 
solete United States mint issues in vir¬ 
tually all denominations except the V 2 <P 
and 20<t piece’s excluding gold. The 
various series are presented in the 
lowest recommended grade, and this I 
think, is an important consideration 
when making recommendations to 
youth or anyone with a limited budget. 
Most type coins in VF grade down to 
Good have problems; the vast majority 
of them having been harshly cleaned at 
one time by naive collectors of the past. 
A “washed-out” Barber quarter or Bust 
-8- 


half in VF has the value of an About 
Good in this collector’s opinion, and 
many dealers would not pay more than 
bullion value, if silver, or slightly better 
than AG if of copper or nickel alloy. 

The young numismatist wishing to 
acquire Large cents, half cents and the 
like on a budget of less than $25.00 per 
item will find it necessary to consider 
the VF and Fine grades, but locating 
problem free pieces in those grades 
can be extremely difficult, but that too is 
part of the fun of numismatics.

The collecting of “error” coins dates 
back to the decade of the 1950’s when 
the term FIDO (for Freaks, Imperfec¬ 
tions, Die cracks and Oddities) was 
used to designate the collector of such 
pieces. In the early 1960’s CONE (Col¬ 
lector’s Of Numismatic Errors) was 
formed as an National organization for 
these collectors and in 1965 NECA 
(Numismatic Error Collectors of 
America) was formed. On June 1 ,1983 
these two organizations combined 
under the umbrella of The Error Coin 
Museum to form CONECA. Lonesome 
John Devine of California is the founder 
of the Error Coin Museum which is a 
non-profit organization for preserving 
the history of error collecting. The 
museum holds some of the finest error 
collections ever assembled and several 
traveling exhibits from these collections 
have made their appearences across 
the U.S.A. at major regional shows. 

A forerunner to the annual ERROR- 
AMAS was held in Pawtucket, Rhode 
Island in 1972. Mort Goodman was the 
originator of this show which was a 
grand social gathering for those folks 
who were then active in this special 
area of interest. 

Historically, the first true ERROR- 
AMAthat I have been able to trace was 
held in July of 1974 at the Royal Inn in 
Anaheim, California. This event began 
a decade long tradition of West Coast 
Erroramas which concluded with the re¬ 
cent San Diego show which was held 
last August just prior to the A. H .A. show. 

Error collecting has made tremen¬ 
dous advances since those early days 
of the 50’s. The modern errorist is not 
content with the mere collecting of 
these items but, rather, has made it a 
science to understand every aspect of 
the minting of coins and the printing of 
paper money. It is only thru complete 


familiarization with the production 
methods employed in the manufacture 
of these items that the collector is able 
to understand just how his particular 
error pieces came into existence. 

ERRORAMA 84 

The year 1984 will mark a milestone 
in the error hobby! The ERRORAMA 
will be held at Cherry Hill, New Jersey 
in connection with the 9th Annual 
Garden State Show. The dates for ER¬ 
RORAMA 84 are Thursday, June 21 
thru Saturday, June 23.
